DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-13 of tine Remarl<s section, filed 08/17/2009, 
with respect to the 35 USC 103 rejection have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 16-21 and 23-31 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 16-21 and 23-41 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art of record considered as a whole (either alone or in combination) fails to teach 
or suggest: 

A method, comprising: forming a first layer for a multi-layer optical disc; forming a 
second layer for the disc configured to be aligned adjacent the first layer, the second 
layer comprising a second substrate with a sequence of pits and lands which define a 
second set of user data and an identifier tag; recovering the identifier tag from the 
second layer using a readback system which reads the second substrate; using 
the recovered identifier tag to access a database stored in computer memory to 
retrieve information from the database associated with the second layer; and 
using the retrieved information to verify the second layer corresponding to the 
first layer.
